THE RECKLESS PEDESTRIAN 


Last year the autom obile fatality rec- 
eial touched an all-time hig h, with a total 
of 36 ,000 killed. One of the worst aspects 
of the record was the pedestrian toll. 
1 hos(" V ho ])elicve that accidents in- 
\'olving a car and a pedestrian are a lw a ys 
the fault of the motorist, are sadly mis­ 
taken. Ill five out of every eig ht accidents 
in w hich a person on foot was killed by 
a 
car, 
the 
pedestrian 
w as 
entirely 
to 
bla me. 


Thirty-four per cent of the pedestrians 
wlio w ere 
killed 
because of their own 
carelessness, wei'e struck w hile crossing 
in the m iddle oí the 
block or ag ainst 
traftic sig nals. Seventeen per cent were 
killed while w alk in g on the w rong side 
of the road. Eleven per cent of the ped­ 
estrian fatalities involved children playing 
in the streets. Nine per cent of the fatali­ 
ties resulted from w alkers stepping sud­ 
denly out from behind parked cars into 
tlie stream of ti’affie. It is a sig nificant 
fact that, in 19 34, the rate of death per- 
])cde.strian accident w as 45 per cent worse 
crossing in the m kldle of the block than 
at the intersection, and 74 per cent worse 
crossing ag ainst sig nals than with them. 
The careless walker, like the careless 
driver, constitutes a g rave problem that 
must be definitely solved if w e are to 
lower the autom obile toll. The cure for 
j^edestrian recklessness is purely up to 
the 
individual— all 
the 
traffic 
law s 
in 
the world cannot m ake a person w alk 
properly on streets and h ig h w a ys if he 
is ci.uig enitally careless. Obey the sig nals, 
never cross in the m iddle of the block—- 
and keep your eyes open and your mind 
busy with the problem of safety reaching 
your destination. Tliat advice am ounts to 
“ lite insurance” for the pedestrian.
